The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
The instant claimed invention is directed to a method and apparatus for packet 
ingress interrupt moderation. The examiner has done a thorough search and found no 
prior art that teaches or fairly suggests, inter alia, the limitations such as "starting packet 
and absolute timers with first and second thresholds and asserting an interrupt if first 
and second thresholds expire" as claimed in independent method claims 1 , 7 and 
corresponding apparatus claims 17, 20, 25 and 29 and similar limitations in independent 
process claims 4, 12, 35 and 38. Dependent claims 2, 3, 5, 6, 8-11, 13-16, 18, 19, 21- 
24, 26-28, 30-34, 36, 37 and 39-42 further limit the subject matter of the respective 
parent claims.
